exceeded its jurisdiction in holding 
Lennon for contempt, the supreme 
court not being at liberty to consider 
the testimony or to inquire whether 
the facts justified the action. 


He said that the fact that Lennon 


was not a party to the original suit 
for an injunction was immaterial so 
long as it was made to appear that he 
had notice of the issuing of an injunc- 
tion by the court, which it appeared 
from the testimony he had, 
j 


No attempt, says the opinion, was 


made to interfere with Lennon's con- 
tract with his own company or to com- 
pel the continuance of his services. 
| 


It was not necessary, the court said, 


to decide whether an engineer may 
suddenly without notice quit, the ser- 
vice of a railroad company between 
stations, though oases might be imag- 
ined where a sudden abandonment of

THE EISE OF JEWELL 


REVARKABLE CAREER OF A BRiGHT 


BUT ECCENTRIC KENTUCKIAN.

Ji'ffl-ss It. Jewell, who died recently 


iu Irahigitiu. Ky., was cue of ibe odd- 
r*j cliuractvrs thai ever lived. His rise- 
from si£> station of tbe saJooa keeper to 
a responsible judicial pcsi'iou will te 
the thaue of story tellers for many a 
long day. 


JtfveJl was bora ia Woodford county, 


K.T., atoat 5s \"ars ago. HtJ was the 
sofl of poor parents asd enjoyed 120 edu- 
caticuul advantages save those furnished 
bv the primitive country schools of that 
day. H<? grew to inaubocd with a limit- 
ed education, but he was a iuau of much 
native intellect, was a good student of 
liumu!i nature, possessed a legal Uiind 
and, as one of l::s friends said today, 
"would have made a great lawyer had 
he received the proper early training." 
He began life as a saloon keeper in Ver- 
sailles. He removed to Lexington about 


1870, 
yrhere he continued in the saloon 


business until 1S7S. Daring that year a 
strong public sentiment was aroused 
against the saloon business, aud the 
grand juries were returning many in- 
dictments. 


Jiia Jewell, as he was familiarly 


known, went before one of the grand 
juries, carrying under his coat a boi of 
the finest Havana cigars. When he was 
admitted into the jury room, he said, 
"Gentlemen, I want yon to suiokesome 
of the best cigars with nio that were 
ever brought to Lexington." Ho pro- 
duced the bos, and the jurymen, half 
dazed at his audacity, mechanically 
helped themselves to his Havanaa, and 
while they were smoking them Jewell 
told them that he knew he was engaged 
in a bad business, and that if the jury 
would not indict him he would sell out 
and quit. By this time the fine flavor 
of the cigars had soothed the jurors con- 
siderably, and instead of becoming in- 
dignant at him for his boldness they 
told him they would not indict him if 
he would keep his promise. Ho was 
true to his word, sold out his saloon 
and opened a confectionery and restau- 
rant, which ha conducted for several 
years. 
. 


lu the meantime he was elected mag- 


istrate, and he at once took up the study 
of law. He theu ran for clerk of the 
recorder's court and was elected. He 
held both offices, served out one term 
as clerk of the court and without resign- 
ing as magistrate became a candidate 
for recorder against B. L. Hutchinson. 
The fight between the tr.vo was so bitter 
that in the interest of harmony both 
men were induced to draw off, and 
Joshua Soule Smith was elected. In 
1891 Jewell again became a candidate 
for recorder, all the tirno holding on to 
the office of magistrate, and in the ince 
for the nomination which followed he 
easily defeated Judge Smith, who was a 
candidate for re-election. He. had held 
the office of recorder or police judge 
ever since. 


While magistrate, Judge Jewell occu- 


pied an office in the courthouse and re- 
fused to pay any rent therefor, holding 
that he had a right as magistrate to 
have an office in that building at the 
county's expense, the same as the sheriff, 
the circuit clerk or the county clerk. 
While the fiscal coui-fc was preparing to 
have, him ejected, Jewell went before 
the legislatme, then in session, arid lob- 
bied through a bill which took tho con- 
trol of the courthouses of the state out 
of the hands of. the fiscal court, and he 
remained in the building as long as he 
desired. — Louisville Courier Journal

This was lowered 
to the imprisoned man, who fastened 
one end around his body.

The rescuers were in a quandary,

Hource* of Gctta Percbs. 


Gnthi percha, like India rnbber, is ob- 


tained from the juices cf certain trees 
and climbers. The best is produced by ;i 
tree, the Isoiuiudra gntta, of the order 
Sapotaceffi, which formerly abounded 
at Singapore and ill all Malaysia, bus 
•which now tends to disappear wider 
the ravages committed by gatherers. 
Gutta, ill Malay, signifies gnai or liine; 
percba siguiiios scrap. Incisions arc 
made in the bark, as on rubber trees, 
and the liquor flov;s of perfect -white- 
Jiess, darkening at contact oJ air. Coag- 
ulation takes place spontaneously in a 
fihort time. 
Like rubber, tbe liquid 


forms a film on top. This cream is ri>- 
fiioved, kneaded into a large lump and 
plumped into boiling water. Under the 
action of a high temperature it softens 
aud forms the cake usually found in 
commerce. Other trees in Malaysia and 
farther India, in Cambodia, and Cochin 
China, produce good gutta. 


In Hindustan different grades are 


mixed by the natives. Chinese mer- 
chants, in their depots, mix aud manip- 
ulate to give a good superficial appear- 
ance to the product, as the price is con- 
stantly advancing. As tbe gatherers al- 
so do net scruple to add vegetable, de- 
bris, earth or sand, it has become diffi- 
cult to secure a pure article. An inferi 
or quality is obtained from trees and 
climbers iu Africa and Madagascar, 
and, with the development of those 
couurties, more may be expected.— 
Clarko Dooley in Popular Science 
Monthly.

The Instinct of Bird*. 


Some wonderful facts concerning the- 


instincts of birds arc narrated by a 
writer iu The. Popular Science Monthly. 
The oriole, for example, has a fondness 
for bright colors, and yet prudence leads 
the littlo creature, in building his nest, 
to select the least conspicuous hues. He 
also shows architectural skill in attach- 
ing a string to his hanging nest ami 
fastening it securely, by a number of 
tTirns nnd a knot, to a branch above, ill 
order to prevent the weight of the young 
brood from breaking the branch from 
which the. jicst is suspended. Is not this 
a good dc;.l like buttressing a weak 
wall? Birds also show n progressive 
spirit Formerly the tailor birds of East 
Indiu used to stitch the leaves of tbeir 
nests together with fine grass or horse- 
hair. Since the introduction of British 
manufactures they use sowing thread 
and rave-lings from cloths. In the dis- 
tricts in Switzerland where watches are 
made tho wagtails have learned to 
build their nests of fine steel shavings. 
Sparrows, which usually'build in chiuks 
of walls or under roofs, if forced to con- 
struct their nests in treos or nay un- 
sheltered spot, usually cover them with 
a sort of hood to keep ont tho rain.

exercised at this time would relieve 
the board of any taint of partisan- 
ship. 


In this connection I wish to speak 


of a matter that I believe pertains to 
public health. The old cemetery 
lias served itsday, is being sadly neg- 
lected, is an eye sore, and is looked 
on very largely as only a potters' 
field. The council has a right to 
prohibit burials within the corporate 
limits, but It would be unreasonable 
to do so without providing a remedy. 


Lima is now provided with two 


commodious cemeteries, and it seems 
but just and humane that some pro- 
vision should be made to provide a 
place for the burial of the indigent 
dead in a spot where the inroads of 
commerce are likely to never inter- 
fere, as they are already interfering 
at the old cemetery. There is no 
doubt- but that an arrangement could 
be made with tbe authorities of the 
cemetery associations that would 
meet this roach needed want. 


Lima never looked tougher than it 


does now. Its streets, alleys, fences, 
lawns, unfinished sewers, conglomer- 
ation of poles and wires, demoralized 
sidewalks and crossings are not calcu- 
lated to give outsiders a favorable 
impression, nor the citizen much 
pride in showing bis friends around. 
There are sixty-seven miles of streets 
to care for, and it is too much for any 
one man to look after.; The average 
cost has been just about two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars per mile, one- 
half: of them never-.touched and ap- 
parently little to show for the bal- 
ance. The repair of streets should 
bs placed in charge of the engineer 
ing department, and some one be held 
to a strict accountability, so that 
such errors as plating 280 loads of 
stone where but eight loads were or- 
dered, could not be repeated with 
impunity. The disgraceful pole sys- 
tems of the electrical companies 
should be remedied, and can be rem 
edied if the council will take bold of 
the matter vigorously and earnestly, 
or instruct the mayor to take hold of 
it. It was done at Akron, Ohio, and 
can be done at Lima, Ohio. We 
have too little pride in outward ap- 
pearances and neatness, and I take 
the opportunity of proposing that we 
make up a party, including the coun- 
cil and such citizens as choose to gc 
along, and visit a town ab-ut a ban 
dred miles away, that, in my judg- 
ment, comes about) as near doing 
things right as any town in the 
country. 


The present season bids fair to be 


the most active in tbe history of the 
city. The street paving and other 
contemplated improvements are like- 
ly to bring a large influx of people. 
The council has a duty to perform in 
guarding the interests of those -who 
pay the fiddler, and to not allow ben- 
efits to be frittered away on those 
who bave nothing in common with 
as. In short, prescribe in jour eon- 
tracts that home labor and home 
products shall be utilizes to the ut- 
most extent possible. 
Neither does 


ID seem good ssnee, even if it is good 
law,' that contracts shall be let at. fig- 
ures tnat men ara compelled to work 
at starvation wages, whilst the pipe 
trust makes no concessions. 


A matter that seems to me or Vital 


Importance is that of providing 
more and better means of getting 
Into and out of the town en public 
highways, and about the town on 
cross streets. The conditions exist- 
ing now ara appalling, our streets 
are like the fingers of a glove, most 
of them run up against a fence or a 
building located where it can be sold 
at a profit when the street is opened. 
It should have immediate attention. 
f roparty located where streets should 
be located, grows in value very fast. 


A few cheap bridges would be use- 


ful, aod might possibly stop the 
habit of tiying to sell horses to the 
<5ltj by driving them into the open 
ditch !n Hog creek.

The mecioers of this council 
havecBii toiocptfcalreyes opas tu 
see ihe abuse. *Ti>s authorities or 
the company do not seem to compre 
bend tbat the Philadelphia table U 
only 21 memorandum, not a time 
table to govern lighting, as a rail- 
road time table governs the move- 
ment of trains, but they interpret it 
is inexorably as the laws of the 
Medes and Per*lans.

tue night, or the hour, is darker than 
a stack of black cats. Lamps out for 


ya or -seek*, no change ic the bills; 


500 candle power lights, more or less, 
always rated at 2,000. Get what you 
pay for, pay only for what you get, 
ind your bills will come down to a 
basis of sense and reasac. The last 
straw has been piled on the camel's 
ba:k in this matter, gentlemen, and 
it is high time some one was making 
a high kick. 


Much alarm is felt by the citizens 


of some streets, more especially west 
Market, at the possibility of the 
double tracking of the railroad lines. 
Any opportunity we may have had 
for the general over hauling of the 
franchise having passed, there seems 
nothing le:t but to negotiate with 
the owners ot the property for the 
best concessions possible. I suggest 
that it would be well in this matter, 
as in paving, and all Ojher things 
that so deeply concern the individual 
property holders on any particular 
street, that they bave not only a 
voice, but their committees should 
lead in any negotiations or contracts 
entered Into, the council, so far as 
possible, confirming the wishes of 
tliose who bave the bills to pay. 


The water works are now on a 


solid, substantial paying basis. Oer- 
taicly no more piping can be placed 
to good advantage. They are now 
big enough and strong enough to 
take care of themselves, and it is 
time they were weaned away from 
the public teat. The council should 
no longer pay the interest on the 
bonds, and if those in charge are not 
willing to assume the burthen, let us 
sell the thing out to private parties 
who will bo glad to take It. 
C The city clerk's report shows our 
finances sadly muddled, a hundred 
and eighteen funds, most of them on 
the wrong side of the ledger. Police- 
men, firemen, and street men dis- 
counting their orders. The condition 
we are in Js precisely like the man 
who pays his taxes six months too 
late—it costs a penalty. If we ceuld 
only get six months ahead, instead of 
six months behind, it would result in 
a great saving in Interests and would 
do away also with a great hardship. 


This can all be remedied by incur- 


ring DO liability without at the same 
time jnafeicg provision 'for its pay- 
ment. Make the provisions ample; 
don't scrimp them down to the last 


penny, which is the penny you never 
get. Tua important committee ID 
his council i* the one at the rear of 
*he procession—the purchasing com- 
mlttes. From this tssse oc they 
thould rule with an Iron hand—let 
nothing be bought that can reasona- 
bly be dispensed with. Do not per 
niH the street commissioner to buy a 
shovel, the clerk a lead pencil or the 
mayor a postage stamp without a req- 
uisition. 
Pay no biils you have not 


authorized; only some special emer- 
gency. In a year or two you will 
bave money in the city treasury to 
sell or burn. 
Just about two months ago a move- 


ment was started here to issue bonds 
for park purpose*. It has been talked 
on, voted on, printed on, and dis- 
cussed in every way possible, until 
there is cot a man, woman or child in 
the town who would plead guilty to 
the Ignorance of not understanding 
the whole aim, object and intent of 
the matter. 
The time has arrived for action ; 


all other things are out of the way ; 
the people are called on to pay cer- 
tain notes and are impatient at delay. 
The railway* people are anxious to 
begin work. Nothing remains to be 
done but for you to act at once, in 
accordance with the instructions re- 
ceived on the ISth of March.

fastened, which could be re- 


leweu. whenever occasion warranted 
vithout disturbing the remainder 
>f the structure. 


Flat iron bars were first substitut- 


ed for this temporary strip of wood 
n 1738, and about 30 years later 
cast iron bars were forged for that 
wrpose. These east iron bars were 
saeh 5 feet long, 4 inches wide and 
1 3-4 inches thick, with holes for 
spikes, to secure them to the wood, 
toward the close of the eighteenth 
century the practice was adopted of 
casting the rails with a perpendieu- 
ar ledge on the outer edge, to pre- 
vent the wheels from leaving the 
track. Subsequently the ledge was 
transferred to the inner side of the 
rail. 


It was not until 1789 that the pres- 


ent type of rail and car wheel ap- 
)eared. Flanged rails and flat wheels 
vere discarded and the flange traas-

W. Hassell Wilson, in his 
"Kailway History," says that in 
1812 BlenMnsop's engines began run- 
ning between Middleton collieries 
and Leeds—a distance of 3 1-2 miles 
—and continued in use for several 
years, being the first instance of the 
regular employment of steam loco- 
motives for commercial purposes. 
It was in 1814 that George Stephen- 
son's first steam engine was placed 
on the Killingworth railway. 
It 


drew 30 tons at the rate of four 
miles an hour upon an incline of 
one foot in 450. Improvements in 
locomotives 
followed 
gradually. 


When the Stockton and Darlington 
railway was opened for public use 
in 1825, one of Stephensori's locomo- 
tives drew a train composed of 22 
wagons filled with passengers and 
12 wagoiis leaded with coal, making 
a total weight of about 90 tons, in- 
cluding the engine and tender, at an 
average speed of about five miles an 
hour, but attaining a maximum rate 
of 12 miles.—New York Times.

tioned at Fort Pulaski, in Savannah. 


Chinn has received orders from the 


commander in chief to £O to Fort ilc- 
Pherson and be registered on the retired 
list at half pay, according to the re- 
quirement of tho army regulations, he 
having reached the age of retirement. 


The- point at issue between the negro 


sergeant and the railroad company is 
this. The negro wants to ride from Sa- 
vannah to Atlanta in a sleeping car, 
and the Central road refuses to allow 
biio to ride in the cars for the whites. 
There are no tlet-piuf? cars for the ne- 
groes, and Chiuu is endeavoring to 
force the railroad company to allow 
him to use the sleeper with the white 
people. He claims that he has the right 
to ride in any car and has engaged * 
lawyer to represent him in the case. 


When China received his orders to go 


to Atlanta, ho received a warrant for 
transportation and sleeping car accom- 
modations. The warrant for transporta- 
tion was drawn on the Central railroad, 
and the warrant for sleeping car accom- 
modations was drawn on the Pullman 
Car company. 


The Central railroad runs its own 


sleeping cars, and no Pullman cars are 
operated over its line. 
When Chinn 


went to the Central railroad ticket office 
in Savannah und presented his warrant 
for transportation and sleeping car ac- 
commodations, Cit3r Passenger Agent 
Brewer informed him that he could not 
furnish hiia sleeping car accommoda- 
tions under the laws of Georgia, it be- 
ing required that Eeparate accommoda- 
tions bo furnished for white ami color- 
ed people, and there are not enough col- 
ored applicants to justify the road in 
putting oti a separate sleeper. 


Sergeant Chinu wrote to Mr. Brewer 


mid demanded to know his reason for 
refusal iu writing.' Mr. Brewer refused 
to give them, and Cbiun engaged a law- 
yer and put (lie citso in li!s bands. 


Chine has now written to tho au- 


thorities at Fort McPher-sou to secure a 
warrant for Bleeping car accommoda- 
tions on the Central railroad. He says 
he intends to have a privilege that he 
considers he is entitled to under the 
lavre of tho United States if there is 
any way to get it 
Wbca he gets his 


warrant accommodations on a Central 
railroad sleeper, be will present it with 
a dsinand that it be honored. 


It is likely that there will bo some 


lively litigation before the, negro makes 
his coveted trip from Savannah here en 
11 Central railroad sleeping car. 


C.'jiun has been in charge of Port Pn- 


laski, near Savannah, for several years.

NEW ORGANIZATION. 


Immediately upon the adjourn- 


ment of the old couocil, the retiring 
members who were present, Messrs. 
Foley, Brotherton end Van Eman, 
vacated their chairs, and the newly 
elected and 
re-elected 
members, 


Mesers, O'Brien, Bobbins, Warner, 
Snyder, ^enny packer, Hughes and 
Koch, took their seats inside the 
railing. 
The bold-over members, 


Messrs. McVey, Harmon, Ccaptn, 
Morrison, Standlsh and Stephens, 
retained their chairs. 


After a few minutes wera devoted 


to conversation and 
handshaking 


among the hold over and xiew mem- 
bers, Mayor Baxter took the chair, 
called the meeting to order and or- 
dered the clerk to call the roil of the 
new council. 
The newly elected 


members, as their names were called, 
ftx>k a position iu rront of the cbalr 
and took the oath of office, adminis- 
ered by Mayor Baxter, 
Before the 


ath was taken attorney Halfhill, in 
)ehalf of Mr. Kemper, entered an 
)bj action to the new member from 
he Fifth ward, Mr. Warner, whom 
ihe election returns showed was law- 
ally elected, taking the oath of 
iffice. 


Mayor Baxter merely nodded a 


notice ot the interruption and pro- 
ceeded to administer the oath to all 
newly elected and re-elected mem 
bars, Mr. Warner Included. 


As' the members resumed their 


chairs, attorney Longs worth took 
the floor and compelled the chair to 
recognize him. He took up about 
ten minutes time endeavoring to 
place Mr. Kemper's case In the hands 


the council by requesting the 


mayor to instruct the clerk to again 
read Mr. Kemper's comnmnication. 


The mayor stated tbat there was 


no question as to his duties, he was 
there to reorganlza the city council 
and had no authority to place any 
business before the body. He in- 
structed the council that the nomi- 
nation of candidates for the office of 
president of the counoil was flrst in 
order.

The city of Lima is a business con- 


cern with a capital of nearly eight 
millions ot dollars. The council Is 
the directory that controls its buti- 
ness operation and, like the directors 
of a private corporation, should have 
a pride in so conducting its eiUirs 
that not only their own conscience 
would approve their acts, but that 
the people they represent would be 
compelled to admit their fitness for 
the position they occupy. 


What a magnificent opportunity 


the men In Lima occupying public 
positions have this year. A bl-par- 
tlsan school board, a bipartisan 
board of equalization, a non-putSsan 
board of Infirmary directors, a bi 
partisan board ot health, a bi-parti 
gan counci!; no political party dom- 
inating in any official board or de- 
partment, gives an opportunity to 
rise above partisan politics, and all 
work together for the common weal 
and common good of the best town 
in Ohio. 


Neither is there any occasion for 


any man to lose his Identity with the 
party in which he believes, nor to 
surrender the ordinary courtesies ac- 
corded to party organization. But 
there n a vast dl2er2i.ce between be- 
ing a party man and a partisan man 
in the condust of a puolic business 
In which neither principles nor party- 
ism is Involved. 


The functions of the mayor as 


viewing officer have not been exer- 
cised durinu the past year, sim- 
ply for

seemed no occasion for it.

Amsts for petty mlcor oileccef,, 


mixing in neighbors' quairsh, keep- 
ing chlefcecs out of gardens and set- 
tiiag family rows have cot been en- 
couraged, but they have eueseeded!

worth of stolen properly has been 
recovered, and eighteen lost children 
returned to their homes. Over 20,000 
reports and calls by telephone have 
been received and 
answered, and 


thousands of services performed for 
the comfort and convenience of the 
citizen and stranger. 
They have 


largely aided the Humane Society in 
their noble work of protecting dumb 
anlmais and little children from-cru- 
elty and neglect. 


The 
tramp nuisance has been 


largely abated, and if the kind- 
hearted ladies of the city would quit 
feeding them, would soon end alto- 
gether. There are plenty of ways to 
discriminate between the honest man, 
seeking employment, aud the profes- 
sional tramp. 


Notwithstanding the fact that the 


year was one of great excitement—a 
heated political compalga and many 
events occurlng—no period In the 
cltj's history has been freer from 
disturbance and rowdyism ihan the 
past year. All the work has been 
done by the salaried men, without a 
dollar ot costs or fees to the city of 
Lima. 


Tae fire department report, iub- 


mltted to you in January by the 
chief engineer, gave In detail the re- 
port of its operations, its physical 
property, the number of alarms, the 
value of property at risk and the 
damage by fire and water. 


No citizen ot Lima but that is 


afoud of the fire department, and 
lastly so. It simply cannot be ex- 
celled by any city In the country, as 
shown by the percentage of losses 
compared with other places. The 
efficiency of the Lima Fire Depart- 
ment is largely due to the Met that 
its member;, feeling safe in their 
positions, are imbued with but the 
single sentiment of giving good ser- 
vice. Contrary to the usual way of 
doing things, the department was 
not 
disturbed 
when opportunity 


offered. 
New appointments were 


only made to fit1- vacancies, aud then 
solely with reference to physical, 
mental and moral quali&catlucs, with 
the result that the department has 
been brought up from a wrangling 
mob to a well ordered, well disci 
plined, thoroughly efficient, 
s;lt 


respecting body of men, and at a cost 
of $1,417 less than the preceding 
year.

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ment, have performed tbelr duties 
well, and those who hold over have 
the benefit ot an experience that 
will probably Increase their efficien- 
cy, aad It is to be hoped render tbern 
more tolerant with those who hap- 
pen to dlfler with them in opinion, 
and that in the future neither the 
Impetuosity ot youth, the exhilara- 
tion of pop or the egotism of age will 
lead any man to a reflection on the 
motives of a colleagu%that he la not 
prepared to sustain by an affidavit in 
a charge for impeachment. 


The influences that affect leeiala- 


tion are generally far more subtle 
than direct, crirtuptlon and bribery. 
Good men and true are often uncon- 
sciously Influenced by the Importun- 
ities of friends, by fellow members,by 
persons who have some selfi-h motive 
in view, or who themselves are re- 
ceiving pay for their services, or even 
by a mistaken idea of public sentl 
ment to do things tbat left 
to 


their own volition and judgment 
they would not do. It Is not always 
the man who Is the most vehement 
In bis advocacy ot a cause tbat Is the 
nearest right; no more is It the man 
who does no thinking for himself 
but simply blindly follows his lead- 
er. 
The council should have no 


leader, only the object of doing the 
greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber. 


The police force, as at present or- 


ganized, consists of a cbief, one lieu- 
tenant, one sergeant, one detective 
and ten patrolmen, divided inti 
watches that have been demonstrate 
ed to be the best adapted to the ser- 
vice.

lected one-halt from each politic* 
party, purely on merit as to charac 
tcr and litnew. They are not In-
